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Jester Dumps Spending* Tax Problem In Legislature's Lap 


Honey Demands 
Exceed Stale's 
Expected Income 


Budget Message Is 
Given Lawmakers 
By Texas Chief 


AUSTIN, 
Feb. 
17.—(/P>—GOT. 
Beauford H. Jester today dumped 
on the legislature the pesky prob- 
lem of making state spending fit 
Its Income, saying he'Is still a "no- 
new-tax man." 


He also hinted In his biennial 
budget mesage that there may be 
ways to find new Income for vital 
state services by searching out and- 
plugglng loopholes In the present 
tax structure. 


The governor reported that he 
has before him requests for funds 
that exceed estimated Income by 
49 million dollars. 
"When you do not have enough 
money for your needs, there 
are 
always two things to do—reduce 
tyour needs or secure more funds," 
Jester said. 
"Applying this to the state, we 
must of course trim our expendi- 
tures to the size of presently avail- 
able monely or get some more 
money. It is that slriiple." 
Failures Cited. 
The governor coupled this warn- 
ing with a recitation of failures of 
the state government to provide 
many services, saying no one— 
no matter how conservative—could 
see these pressing needs "and not 
know deep in his heart .these 
things are unworthy of Texas." 
Jester told the lawmakers that 
estimated income Is 318 million dol- 
lars and that requests for funds 
from the general revenue pool total 
"at least" 367 million dollars. He 
•aid it would be the "height of ar- 
bitrary action" for him to trim 
these requests to fit Income and 
then ask the legislature to endorse 
his decisions. He suggested this 


course: 
"1. Use your best judgment, dis- 
cretion, and ability in scaling down 
these requests to match income, 
to the end that— 
Tax Study Urged. 
"2. No new taxes should be lev- 
ied until a thorough-going study of 
the present tax structure is Initi- 
ated and completed 
by the legis- 
lature or a commission of Its fos- 


..,• termg."-,-??? svaffested iuoh » ?tut>y 
may uniarth new revenue sources 
within the present tax set-up. 
Jester reminded the legislature 
that the estimated income for the 
next two years exceeds by approx- 
imately 175 million dollars or 122.5 
pe£ cent the amount now being 
spent for state services from gen- 
<fral revenue. He commented: 
"The people of Texas may well 
feel that such 
an 
increase 
is 
enough over a two-year period." 
The governor said he had been 
told that there are loopholes with- 
in the present tax structure, un- 
der levies already made, 
"which 
are costing the' state million* of 
dollars a year.1 ' 
Commission Named. 
He recalled that he had appolnt- 


ed & special fact-finding commis- 
sion of state officials arid fiscal ex- 
perts to look Into this, adding: 
"It is Just possible that, with 
this study and the remedial legis- 
lation which you may wish to pass 
as a result thereof, we may be able 
to bring in new revenue." 
Such a study of the tax struc- 
ture he characterized as "Impera- 
tive" now. 
Jester reminded the lawmakers 
that Texas doubled its support of 
state services during the past two 
years, imposed no new taxes, and 
came out with a healthy surplus 
and no debts. 
He noted that this produced an 
immediate demand for further ex- 
pansion. 
"We should not be critical of 
genuine, legitimate, defensible de- 
mands for participation in the ex- 
panded budget of our state ," Jes- 
ter said. 
He said Texas now faces, "the 
tedious and depressing task of se- 
lecting what we can have, and 
what, for the time being, we must 
forego, or of setting out in quest 
of new funds." 
Much Skill Needed. 
He said it would take the akill 
of a financial wizard and the sa- 
gacity and ingenuity of a Solomon 
to adjust spending suggestions to 
resources "and satisfy all." 
"I do net believe that even in 
Texas can you stretch 318 mll- 
lion dollars to buy goods and ser- 
vices priced at 367 million," the 
governor said, 


He told the legislature state Mr-

Western Europe 
Still Hopeiul Of 
U.S. 'War' Help 


Military Support 
Through Alliance 
Of Top Interest 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 
17—(1P>— 
Western 
European nations were 
reported still hopeful today of ob- 
taining American agreement 
to 
some open promise of military sup- 
port in the proposed North Atlan- 
tic security treaty. 


Diplomatic Informants 
predict- 
ed that when the Europeans next 
meet with Secretary of State Ache- 
son they will again press on this 
point. 


They are seeking to include in 
the defense clause of the treaty the 
clearest possible statement of uni- 
ty of the forces of the west against 
any future aggressor. 


It Is understood that, provided a 
"military" reference was subordi- 
nate to other kinds of action along 
diplomatic and political lines, Sen- 
ator Vandenberg (R-Mlch) would 
have no personal objection to the 
wording. 
The senator's position is import- 
ant because 
of 
his 
leadership 
among Republicans on foreign pol- 
icy. 


Acheson himself indicated yes- 
terday that the problem is largely 
one of wording rather than a ques- 
tion of intent. 
He told a news conference that 
there are no real differences 
be-

marks. I made last Tuesday," Tay- 
or told the senate. 
"I certainly 
lad no intention of reflecting on 
:he gallant young man who was 
speaking." 
A telegram was read which Tay- 
or said he had sent to Murphy 
apologizing and explaining that the 
remark was "a mistake of 
the 


mind and not of the heart." 
Taylor had objected to a senate 
recess to hoar Murphy address the 
house while Taylor's bill to revamp 
the state's educational system was 
under consideration. "I have seen 
men burled who deserved more 
medals than Audio Murphy ever 
got," he aid at that time. 
Murphy, now of Hollywood, was 
World War II's most decorated U. 
S. soldier.

AUSTIN, Feb. 17.— (IF)— The Tex- 
as Senate today finally paused and 
sent to the House a besieged but 
Intact public school rodrganjzation 
bill. The vote was 16 to 8. 


It was Senate Bill 115 by Sen. 
James Taylor of Kerens, setting 
up a central education agency. It 
grew out of the Gllmer-Alkln Ed- 
ucation Committee report. 
Senate foes abandoned their de- 
laying action following the 11-hour 
filibuster that started Tuenday af-. 
ternoon and ended at 2 a. m. yes- 
terday. 


It was the first of the Gllmer- 


Alkln bills to completely revamp 
the public school system. 


Juvenile Bill. 


A bill creating the State Youth 


Development Council was Introduc- . 
od in the senate by R. L. Proffer 
of Austin. 
An outgrowth of 18 


months study by the juvonlle com- 
mission, it is designed to prevent 
juvenile delinquency and to Im- 
prove the state's correction system 
to delinquent youth. 


The education bill moved to the 
No. 2 spot on the senate calendar 
as committee action yesterday sent 
a new controversial proposal to tho 
floor of that branch of the legis- 
lature.

It was the bitterly contested

dards" bill, fought by chiropractors 
ind defended by medical dofitors.

ration of the Corsicana schools and 
municipal government was Inaugu- 
rated 
at 
a meeting of the City 


Parent-Teachers Council and mem- 
bers _f the board 
of 
education 


Wednesday morning. 


The PTA Council voted to circu- 


late petitions asking that the ques- 
tion be submitted to the people in 
a charter amendment election. Tho 
action followed discussions among 
the school board members and Su- 
perintendent W. H. Norwood, and 
a series of questions and answers 
on various projects. Mrs. 
Glynn 


Mitchell Johnston propounded nu- 
merous questions relative to proce- 
dure, added taxes, etc. 


Miss Carraway Presides 


Miss Alleen Carraway, president 


of the city PTA Council, presided. 


Norwood opened the discussion 


and 
asserted that 
the 
schools 


should always be close to the peo- 
ple and said that B. W. Woolley 
ind Ralph R. Brown, board mem- 
jers, were on a committee 
from 


the board of education studying the 
matter. 


Woolley said he favored the sep- 


aration as a school board member 
and also as a tax payer. He said 
that he did not have any criticism 
against the city administration and 
that the city commission was also 
In favor of the separation. 


Woolley added that he believed 


that the schools and school money 
should be handled by the 
school 


board elected'by the people—and 
addad that he did not believe such 
a procedure would Increase 
the 


taxes. He said there were ROD stu- 
dents 
attending 
the 
Corsicana 


schools from .outside the municipa- 
lity's limits, with none paying as 
much per student cost as in the 
city. 


All Should Fay 


"Every child attending the school 


should pay the same amount," he 
added, and said that he believed 
the people In 
adjacent 
districts 


would be willing to come into the 
school district whether they fav- 
ored coming into the municipality 
or not. He spoke of the need of 
new buildings, additions, and 
a 


gymnasium in addition to an in- 
crease in the teachers' salaries. 


R. R. Brown discussed what had 


been done In other 
places—only 


about 35 schools remaining In the 
city set-up in Texas at the present 
time. 


Waco, Hillsboro and Waxahachle 


have separated from the city gov- 
ernments in the past 18 months 
while Ennls has been separated for 
years. 


Tells of Advantages 


Advantages for such a separa- 


tion as set out by Brown included: 


1. Separation will take city and 


school problems apart and 
away 


from city politics. 


2. Will enable the system to levy 


money necessary to operate 
.-kn- 


out another board passing on it. 


3. Can enlarge district 
easier 


than a city can extend its limits. 


Disadvantages 
included 
the 
assessing of taxes and he outlined 
the procedures being carried out 
in the neighboring systems—Waco 
has an agreement with the 
city, 


Hillsboro has a business nanager 
and purchasing agent and assessor 
and collector combined—paying $3- 
000 per year salary. Waxahachie 
pays $300 per month to an abstract 
and insurance firm for. the work 
and Ennis pays $50 per month to 
an insurance man. 


City Gets 85 Cents 


Brown 
said that the city now 


levies 85 cents of its $2.50 rate for 
the 
school operation and 42 1-2 


cents for the Interest and sinking 
fund. 
The 
maximum is $1 for 


maintenance and 50 cents for in- 
terest and sinking- fund. 


Outstanding school bonds 
are 


$720,000 and the maximum allowed 
by state bonds Is 7 percent of Val- 
uation—on $15,000,000 valuation — 
$1,050,000. 


Brown stated that a school board 


cannot create a surplus and can't 
levy a tax or bond without the con- 
sent of the people.' 


The mechanics involved in such 
a movement were outlined by Supt. 
Norwood. Attorneys advise a char- 
ter amendment was necessary for 
the separation in a city election. 
The city administration is report- 
ed considering charter amendment 
proposals and since such elections 
are banned except In two year In- 
tervals, the school board desires to 
submit the separation question at 
the same time. 


Up to People 


Such a movement must be inl- 
tated by the people by petition and 
the superintendent told thoce pres- 
ent it was up to the public to say 
what kind of schools was desired 
in Corsicana. 


Mrs. 
F. A. Pierce, school board 


member, said she was heartily in 
accord with the movement. 
In the beginning of a series of 
questions relative to the matter, 
Mrs. Johnston explained she at- 
tended the Corsicana schools from 
the frist grade to graduation had 
been a teacher in the local system, 
has a son now a student, and that 
she was "vitally interested." 
She asked if the grand total taxes 
paid by the people would be in- 
creased by this movement if adopt- 
ed. 


Finances Explained 


Brown answered that if enough 


outside valuations were received 
to care for necessary operatl n, a 
hike would not be made—He said 
he was sure the 
people wanted 


teachers to get at least the mini- 
mum 
state 
schedule—that 
the 


board asked tho city commission to 
set an $18,000,000 valuation but re- 
duced U to $15,000,000—that teach- 
ers aggregating only 92 1-2 percent 
of the minimum and no money Is 
set aside for maintenance and up- 
keep of properties. If valuations 
are insufficient, a raise may be de- 
sired, he added. 


Mrs. Johnston then asked what 


percent of the revaluation program 
by the ci'ty was paid by the school 
system. 


The 
answer was that the city 


paid it and tho school agreed 
to 


certain paying assessments 
near 
Jackson High in lieu of Us propor- 
tionate part, 


Mrs. Johnston then wanted 
to 


know whether It was the 
Ity ad- 


ministration or the school 
board 


Instituting the revaluation program 
last year—Brown answered that in 
his opinion H was 
both—as 
did 


Woolley—with both members 
of 


the school board stating they were 
perfectly willing to assume what- 
ever action that was theirs. 


Then Mrs. Johnston asked about 


part of the responsibility for the 
the attorney's fees In the divorce- 
ment or separation project she had 
read about In the Corsicana Sun 
who pays 


None have been paid, but 
the 


school system will pay the attor- 
neys from local funds. Spokesmen 
said It was deemed wise and custo- 
mary to have legal knowledge 
is done In ail other districts. 


Asks About Expenses 


Mrs. Johnston then wondered If 


the public Is not "pyramiding ex- 
penses and boards" by such proce- 
dures—at extra costs. 


Supt. Norwood said that 
other 


systems where the separation Is 
In effect did not find such condi- 
tions resulting. 


Mrs. 
Johnston then wanted 
to 


know what the school board nro- 
posed to do about paying the mark- 
et bonds voted years ago and used 
for schools, after being diverted 
from use as a market. 


Norwood 
answered this query 


that the original market 
bonds 


were transferred to the schools by 
an election by the people and they 
ceased to be market bonds then,— 
became school bonds—and the $17,- 
000 remaining of that issue is in- 
cluded in the $720,000 total. 


Mrs. Johnston then said that in 


her opinion the advantages of such

Undnfant 
fever is usually acquired by human 
beings as a result of consuming raw 
milk products from cows Infected 
with Bangs' disease. 


Raw milk or milk products can 


be consumed with safety only when 
they are known to be produced by , 
cows tested and found to be free 
of Bang's disease. Pasteurization , 
of course, will kill the
